Branch from Mr. E. J. Cattell, Board of Trade 

Furniture. correspondent at Cape Town, in which it is 

stated that the best descriptions of furniture 

imported into Cape Colony are in general manufactured in Eng- 

land, and the American importations are in no case superior in 

workmanship. On the other hand, American manufactures of this 

kind are of inferior quality, and therefore comparatively cheaper in 
price. 

In South Africa there is a greater demand for a lower grade of 
furniture than is considered to be of the best English quality, and, 
as a consequence, American furniture is much in favour, and finds 
a ready sale. 


The warehouses in Cape Colony do not give any preference to 
American manufactures, but, on the other hand, they are very 
patriotically inclined ; and, as far as is consistent with the needs 
of the country, they place their orders in England. But there are 
some classes of furniture wluch are not obtainable in England at 
the price which finds a ready sale in Cape Colony, and it is in 
these departments that the American has an advantage over the 
English manufacturer, more especially in the case of cheap roller 
top desks, extension tables, and chairs. 


Mr. Cattell adds that it is very satisfactory to be able to report 
that the furniture dealers in Cape Colony pay the English 
manufacturer a great compliment in connection with the manner 
in which orders are executed. ‘Their experience has invariably 
been that the exact specification of article required is rigidly 
adhered to, and the delivery of such orders is made with 
commendable expedition and accuracy, English firms being in 
all respects ahead of their American competitors in this class of 
business. Their agents are uniformly pronounced to be all that is 
desired in the matter of business capabilities ; whilst their courtesy 
and general willingness to meet the local buyers leaves nothing to 


be desired.

Possibilities for enterprise in that connection, the ‘Overland 
aeiietenter China Mail” of 6th October calls the attention 
Plants of capitalists to the possibilities that exist for 
the establishment of plants for the treatment 

of raw products with which China is said to be stocked. 

It is reported that the Hong-Kong and Whampoa Dock 
Company have advanced from their position as repairers to that of 
ship-constructors, and the “ Mail” remarks :— 

‘The transition that has taken place is gratifying indeed, espe- 
cially when it is remembered that every piece of steel and iron 
used in the making of a ship has to be brought across the seas 
from the old world. ‘The absence of local supplies is the greatest 
difficulty standing in the way of rapid development here, and it 
needs no effort of imagination to realise what a fillip would be 
given to manufacture if there was near at hand coal and iron in 
sufficient quantities to ensure the establishment, on a profitable 
basis, of iron and steel works. Undoubtedly an impetus would be 

iven to work in that direction by the laying down of railways 
into China, thus enabling capitalists to develop the natural 
resources in at least the neighbouring province of Kwangtung. 
With railways reaching from Kowloon to the interior of China one 
cannot even estimate the increase of wealth and importance that 
would accrue to Hong-Kong, and it forces upon the attention of 
all here the great and urgent necessity that exists for the connec- 
tion of the British possessions by railway with the interior of the 
unexploited empire, by means of the lines now being laid in 


Kwangtung.” 





EGYPT. 


The following notes on the opening for building materials in Egypt 

vs are extracted from the Monthly Report for 

Building November of the British Chamber of Com- 
Materials. merce in Egypt :— 

“Taking into consideration the enormous amount of building 
construction at present being undertaken in Egypt, not only by 
private persons but for Government purposes, our attention has 
been drawn to the small part played by British manufacturers in 
the materials employed, and to the direction in which this state of 
things may be amended. At the root of the defect appear to be 
the characteristic unwillingness of the British makers to enter the 
market and to cater for the needs of the country, the absence of 
direct: representation, and the high price of British goods. 

‘Tt cannot be too often nor too strongly impressed on the 
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manufacturer that the preponderant demand in Egypt is for cheap 
articles. ‘They may be inferior, but they must be cheap. To take 
steel joists as an example, Belgium and Germany enjoy the prac- 
tical monopoly of the trade, and can undersell Great Britain by as 
much as 2/, to 3l.a ton. The former countries supply an article 
which suffices for all practical purposes and passes all the necessary 
tests, and yet is inferior in quality to English steel; it will not 
stand rolling into small sections and thin plates, which are conse-~ 
quently supplied by England. There appears no reason why our 
country should not be able to take a share in the trade by manu- 
facturing a lower grade but serviceable quality. 

“In lead and iron piping, in sanitary goods, in paints and oils, 
in ironmongery for doors and windows, it is the same story—Great 
Britain will not condescend to cheapness. [or a given diameter 
the foreign maker will offer lead piping that is thinner in section 
and consequently lower in price than the English one, and yet will 
satisfy the tests prescribed. The well-known patterns of Doulton, 
Jennings, and Shanks in sanitary appliances are universally 
imitated in lower qualities. Paints and oils of English manu- 
facture are better represented than they used to be, but their high 
price still rules them out of the market for building purposes. 
Lifts are supplied almost entirely from Italy, English manufac- 
tures in this department being absolutely unknown. In fact, the 
only line in which Great Britain is adequately represented is that 
of building machinery and implements. 

“Tt is a feature in Government work for bridges, &., put up 
for tender, that the contractor is invited to submit his own plans. 
This is no doubt an economy for the Government, but it directly 
encourages the drawing of plans adapted to the inferior material. 
Such, however, being the conditions, it behoves the British manu- 
facturer to fall in with them if he is to enter the field with his 
competitors on anything like equal terms.” 


RUSSIA—POLAND.

‘‘ British writing paper is very little known here, except in name 
only. I believe a fair demand for the durable 
kinds suitable for notarial acts would spring up 
if the matter were properly ‘drummed.’ Many varieties of 
excellent paper bearing British water marks exist, but they come 
from the United States, Germany, France, and Italy. It is high 
time that the genuine article should reap some of the benefit of 
its good reputation.

‘The Portland cement that comes here is another article that is 
British only in name. It comes from various 
countries, but the bulk originates from the 
banks of the Elbe.”

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Para.—H.M. Consul at Para states in his report for 1902 that 
the great crisis from which Parad has been suffering during the 
past few years may be said to be giving place to prosperity. The 
struggle for recovery has been slow and laborious owing to the 
high rate of exchange that has prevailed during the last two 
years, to the prices offered for rubber not bemg as satisfactory as 
sellers might wish, and to the fact that Mandos has seized the 
opportunity to divert a good deal of the former trade of Para to 
its own port. 

There is a marked improvement in the representation of British 
firms through British commercial travellers. A greater number, 
however, should be sent to Mandos and Para. 

Almost everything that a civilised being requires is imported. 
This is well for manufacturers, and would be equally satisfactory 
for consumers if prices were the same or nearly the same, instead 
of being double and frequently treble what they are in Europe. 

Import duties and charges being as heavy as they are tend to 
make this an attractive field for the local manufacture of articles 
in general use. So far, however, nothing of importance is 
manufactured. 

Further on in his report the Consul remarks that catalogues 
and price lists are still being sent to the Consulate, but no one 
ever enquires about them. Many of the catalogues are printed in 
Spanish; a Brazilian would prefer to read them in English or 
French rather than in Spanish. He is proud of his nationality 
and race, and resents being taken for what he is not. The same 
may be said with regard to the Portuguese, a large number of 
whom are established at Para as importers. 

The Consul has observed that correspondence from British firms 
is being carried on in Portuguese in some cases, and says, in 
this connection :-— 

‘ British merchants have to rely too much on the foreign 
correspondence clerk. J have seen some of their letters in 
Portuguese, and remarked that they took longer to decipher than 
those previously written in the English language, which is generally 
understood here.” 

The Consul warns exporters that particular care should be 
exercised in the selection and packing of merchandise destined for 
North Brazil, owing to the damp, hot climate. The customer who 
buys what is considered to be good enough for export, and pays a 
fancy price for it, and ultimately finds that it is of indifferent 
quality, or damaged through insufficient or careless packing, will 
not waste money again on the same article. The employment of a 
truism of this sort is necessary, because there are still people who 
do not or will not see what is clear to others. The Consul is of 
opinion that this short-sightedness is, to a great extent, due to 
indifference as to what becomes of goods when they have been 
shipped and paid for; and he believes that if merchants and 
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manufacturers would take the trouble to enquire if their goods 
give entire satisfaction to consumers, and would attend to reason- 
able recommendations as to alterations, sizes, packing, and so forth, 
their business would increase. 

‘‘ Enquirers,” concludes the Consul, “‘ continue to apply to this 
Consulate for names of importers of British manufactures. Replies 
should reach their destinations in from five to seven weeks from 
the date of the enquiries, whereas exactly the same information 
can be obtained by applying by post at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
3,107.)

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BRITISH, FRENCH, AND GERMAN TRADE WITH 
MOROCCO— (concluded). 


The following is in continuation of the article on “ British, 
French, and German trade with Morocco,” published on pp. 538-40 
of last week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” :— 

H.M. Consul at Dar-al-Baida, in his recent report, writes :— 
“The trade in 1902 through the ports of this Consular district 
(Rabat, Dal-al-Baida, Mazagan, Safi, Mogador) amounted to a 
value of 2,500,000/., which constitutes a record, and is about 
700,0001. above the average of the previous five years. 

‘The trade with the United Kingdom during 1902 reached a 
value of 1,303,710/. (also a record), or more than 51 per cent. of 
the whole. eo 

‘‘The imports were of a value of 1,365,802/., divided thus :— 
From the United Kingdom, 835,420/., or more than 61 per cent. ; 
from France, 298,7291., or nearly 22 per cent.; from Germany, 
92,740/., or nearly 7 per cent.” 

The British Vice-Consul at Dar-al-Baida reports that the United 
Kingdom supplied 50 per cent. of the imports into that port last 
year (190,101/.), mostly in cottons (130,800/.) and tea (37,4631.). 
With regard to ‘‘ sundry imports,” a walk round the small shops 
of Dar-al-Baida reveals the miscellaneous character of their trade. 
One sees a number of cheap articles from Germany and Austria- 
Hungary, such as mirrors, ornamental soaps, scent bottles, tea 
glasses, tin tea-caddies, cheap lamps, toys, tinsel, beads and such 
like wares. 

The Acting British Vice-Consul at Mazagan points out that the 
increase in imports into that port in 1902 is almost entirely due to 
Manchester productions, imports from other countries showing but 
little variation, the only new feature being an increase of 7,000/. 
odd from Austria-Hungary in the shape of sugar, case boards and 
wood wool. 

The Acting Vice-Consul adds that the most important feature of 
the exports is the cultivation of linseed in the district, and as it 
seems to be a plant capable of withstanding drought, it is doubtless 
destined to play an important part in the exports from Mazagan. 

The British Vice-Consul at Saffi reports that the articles im- 
ported into that port from the United Kingdom in 1902 were 
chiefly candles, cotton goods, iron tyres, and tea. From Belgium, 
France, and Germany the principal import was loaf sugar. 
Included under the heading of imports from other countries 
there is an item of 2,945/., representing value of deals and bar iron 
from Sweden. 

The British Vice-Consul at Mogador in his report comments on 
the fact that not nearly so much credit is allowed to-day by British 
firms as formerly. Firms would do well, he says, to select one or 
two reliable agents instead of taking orders from a large number 
and sending them goods on credit. By giving credit to a few 
only, much good will be done to the trade of the country. 
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Sales of cottons were generally better in 1902 than in the year 
before, and with a lower exchange, small profits were made. 
People use the woollen garment a great deal, often discarding 
cotton altogether. 

Prices of tea were high, and there was a good demand. ‘The 
natives like a small leaf with a strong liquor so that the teapot can 
be filled a second time and good tea obtained. 

Dealing with the export trade, the Vice-Consul remarks that a 
very good report has been received of trial samples of potatoes 
grown at Mogador and sent to London. The soil round Mogador 
is very suitable for this vegetable, and some shipments of this 
year’s new potatoes have been despatched to the London market. 
What is wanted is good seed potatoes of the kinds liked in London. 
This vegetable is capable of large development at Mogador. 
(Annual “Seri ies, 3,093.)

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RATES OF IMPORT DUTY LEVIABLE ON MOTOR 
VEHICLES IN CERTAIN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 
AND BRITISH POSSESSIONS. 


Adverting to the statement published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd April last, pp. 19-23, showing the rates of import 
duty leviable in certain foreign countries and British possessions 
according to the latest information in the possession of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, the 
following additions in the case of foreign countries, and modifications 
in the case of British possessions, which have since been received, 


may be noted :— 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Sweden.—Automobiles are assessed for import duty in Sweden 
under the heading for “ vehicles of all kinds not specially men- 
tioned,” the rate of duty on which is 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


Peru.— Automobiles are free of import duty. 


Argentine Republic.—Automobiles are subject to a duty of 62 
per cent. on their value, as assessed by the Customs Authorities. 


BRITISH POSSESSIONS. 
India.— Motor-cars pay 5 per cent. ad valorem. 
Ceylon.— Motor-cars not used for traction are liable to duty at 
the rate of 54 per cent. ad valorem. Motor-cars used for traction 
are free of duty. 


Mauritius.—Automobiles pay duty at the rate of 10-4 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


Falkland Islands.—Motor-cars are free of import duty. 


South African Customs Union (Cape Colony, Natal, Orange River 
Colony, Transvaal, Southern Rhodesia).—Motor vehicles pay duty 
at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem, but a rebate of one-fourth of 
the duty leviable is allowed if the goods are of British manufacture, 
and accompanied by a certificate to that effect in due form. 


Canada.— Automobiles are not specifically named in the Canadian 
Tariff, but carriages and vehicles not specified pay 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, with a reduction of one-third of the duty leviable if 
they are accompanied by a certificate proving them to be of 


British manufacture. 

The duty on automobiles, not new, in use by tourists coming 
temporarily to Canada, is refunded on re-exportation within a 
period fixed by the Collector of Customs, not exceeding six months. 


Newfoundland.— Motor carriages are dutiable at the rate of 
30 per cent. ad valorem. 
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SILK TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1902. 


The Board of ‘Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
a copy of a memorandum, drawn up by H.M. Consul at Lyons, 
giving in a concise form the condition of the silk trade and industry 
in 1902, from which the following particulars have been ex- 


tracted :— 


In France the quantity of eggs laid down for hatching purposes 
fell from 205,000 ounces in 1901 to 198,000 ounces in 
1902, and the yield per ounce was also slightly less. The 
cocoon harvest yielded 16,032,590 Ibs. in 1902, as against 
18,594,045 lbs. in 1901.. The number of silkworm raisers 
decreased about 3,000. The dearth of mulberry trees in France 
militates against any increase in sericulture. 

In other silk-producing countries in Europe better conditions 
obtained. ‘The total amount of cocoons produced in Kurope and 
Asia Minor is estimated at 180,727,800 lbs. in 1902, as against 
155,380,600 Ibs. in 1901. 

The amount of silk in the world available for industrial pur- 
poses is estimated at 40,279,800 lbs. in 1902 (41,912,200 Ibs. in 
1901), of which total about 40 per cent. was offered by French 
silk merchants. 

The following table shows the amount of silk delivered to the 
industry in different countries, namely :—

It will be seen that the United States holds the first place. 
In 1902, the American industry absorbed one-third of the total 
amount of silk. 

The total amount of silk that passed through the various 
conditioning houses in 1902 amounted to 53,416,000 Ibs., as 
against 49,097,400 Ibs. in 1901. Of this quantity Italy took 
24,625,876 lbs., and France 20,882,441 Ibs. Milan continues to 
out-distance Lyons in silk commercial operations. 

The weight of cocoons supplied to the French filatures is 
estimated at 18,174,200 lbs. in 1902, as against 18,094,780 Ibs. 
in 1901, but spinning in France is nevertheless on the decline.

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Silk Trade and Industry in 1902. 








The year 1902, witnessed a progressive and uninterrupted rise 
in the prices of raw silk. This rise of price may be attributed, 
partly to the relative scarcity of silk ; that is to. say, there was less 
silk on the market in 1902 than in 1901, thus tending to increase 
the prices paid for cocoons nearly 10 per cent., and partly to the 
continual tendency to increase material and equipment. Weaving 
by hand is gradually disappearing; power looms demand far 
larger supplies of raw material, not only because more can be 
produced in a given time but because there is a decided tendency 
to force production. 

In 1902 the value of the imports of silk tissues into France was 
2,920,0001., and of the exports 12,400,0001. The exports go 
chiefly to Great Britain, the United States, Germany, Belgium, 
and Switzerland. 

The production of the Lyons silk industry was valued at 
17,820,0002. in 1902. 

At the present time the manufacture of muslins and crépes has 
displaced the finer and heavier stuffs. =e light materials were 
valued at 4,400,000/. in 1902, as against 2,480,000/. in 1901. In 
his memorandum, H.M. Consul gives a short sketch of the manner 
in which these light fanciful tissues have gradually superseded the 
finer and more costly silk articles made at Lyons. 





INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT IN JAPAN. 


In a report on industrial development in Japan, the United States 
Consul-General at Yokohama remarks that among the industries 
of that country which are receiving especial attention is the 
manufacture of hemp. It is reported that orders have recently 
been executed for a supply of fishing nets for Alaska valued at 
6,000/., and that a commissioner has lately been sent to Canada to 
investigate and report on the prospect of extending the market for 
nets in that country. 

There are four hemp-spinning companies in Japan, besides 
which spinning is carried on as a household industry in the 
northern provinces, and these sources fully supply the domestic 
demand for all grades except bleached hemp yarn, which Japanese 
manufacturers have not the means of producing. The yarn is 
manufactured in Japan into a variety of materials besides nets. 
Flax is grown freely in the country, but the importation of flax, 
hemp, jute, and china grass during the first six months of 1903 
amounted to 5,227 tons, a considerable increase over that of the 
same period last year, which was 3,250 tons. 

Referring to the glass industry which now manufactures for 
export as well as supplying home demands, the Consul-General 
reports that the Japanese Government has under consideration a 
scheme for subsidising a company to train workmen for the manu- 
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facture of plate glass. The plan calls for 500,000 yen (about 
53,0001.) to be expended during the next four years. It is 
proposed to select a factory, which will be under an engagement to 
employ a foreign expert, and construct, under his supervision, two 
furnaces of the latest style, each with a capacity of at least 
470,400 square feet of plate glass a month; also to employ 32 
foreigners as trainers of Japanese workmen and train 66 workmen 
for its own use and 50 for the Government service. 

The development of the oil industry in Japan has been attended 
with pronounced success, there having been a rapid increase in the 
amount and value of the native product. ‘The amount of kerosene 
used in the country has increased even more rapidly than has the 
development of the industry during the past thirty years, and 
larger importations have steadily accompanied the growing native 
production. 

New wells are reported to have lately been discovered in the 
northern provinces, and the work of production is being actively 
pushed. 

Further, the United States Consul-General states that an Osaka 
firm of dealers in sugar is preparing for the establishment of a 
sugar-refining plant, and it is stated that the company, which 
is backed by foreign capitalists, has despatched representatives to 
England and the United States to purchase machinery.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
copy of “The Sale of Meat (Frozen Imported) 
Sale of Imported Act, 1908” (No. 9 of 1903), which was assented 
a to by the Legislature of the Cape of Good Hope 

on 17th August, 1903. Section 2 of the Act reads :— 

‘‘ Every person exposing meat for sale shall keep frozen imported 
meat separate from fresh meat, and shall indicate by means of a 
written or printed notice, in clear characters and placed in a pro- 
minent position in the shop or place in which the meat is exposed 
for sale, what meat so exposed is frozen imported meat, and any 
such person failing to comply with the provisions of this section 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 100/., or in default of pay- 
ment to imprisonment with or without hard labour for not exceed- 


ing three months.” 
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CEYLON. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the ‘“‘ Ceylon Govern- 
, ment Gazetie ” for 27th November last, contain- 
a ing a draft of the ‘‘ Sugar Convention Ordinance 
Or ora ai of 1903,” dated 14th November, 1903, em- 
powering the Governor, in Executive Council, 
to make provisions for giving effect in Ceylon to the Brussels 
Convention of 5th March, 1902. 
By Section 2 (1) of the Ordinance it is provided that :— 
‘Where it is reported by the Permanent Commission that any 
‘‘ direct or indirect bounty is granted in any foreign country on 
“the production or export of sugars, the Governor in Executive 
“ Council may, by Proclamation, prohibit sugar from that foreign 
“country to be imported or brought into Ceylon, subject to any 
“ provision which may be made by any Ordinance or by resolution 
“ of the Legislative Council to impose, in lieu of such prohibition, 
“a special duty on such sugar in accordance with the Convention.” 
The Governor-in-Council may also, by Proclamation, make such 
regulations as appear to him necessary, and may, in particular, 
require the origin of all sugars imported into Ceylon, whether in 
transit or otherwise, to be proved.

FRANCE—NICARAGUA. 


The French “ Journal Official” for the 8th December contains the 
text of a Presidential Decree promulgating a 
Commercial Commercial Convention between France and 
Convention. Nicaragua, which was ratified at Paris on the 
3rd September last. 

The effect of the Convention is to admit certain articles of 
Nicaraguan produce into France, Algeria, French colonies and 
possessions, and the Protectorates of Indo-China and Tunis at the 
lowest rates of duty applicable to similar products of other foreign 
origin. The articles included in this provision are :—Hssence-woods 
(hois de toutes essences), coffee, cocoa, spices, vanilla, indigo, caont- 
chouc, balsams, and palm, cocoa-nut, or othersimilaroils. Thenatural 
and manufactured products of France, Algeria, &c., are reciprocally 
entitled on importation into Nicaragua to the lowest rates of 
duty applicable to similar products of other foreign origin. It 
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is further stipulated that a number of articles, the produce of the 
same countries, are to enjoy a reduction of 25 per cent. of the 
Customs duty on importation into Nicaragua. These articles are 
enumerated in a list annexed to the Convention, and include dry 
wines of 14 deg. and under; champagne; certain preparations of 
quinine ; mineral waters ; olive (table) oil; various condiments ; 
dried and preserved fruits and vegetables; certain skins ; certain 
woollen tissues, &c. Raw materials for soap-works, and printed 
books and newspapers, are declared free of duty. The complete 
list of these articles may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of 'l'rade. 

The Convention came into force immediately after the exchange 
of ratifications, and is to remain in force until a year after its 
denunciation by either contracting party. |

Small iron chains, simply polished, to be worn by women at the 
waist-belt with scissors attached, and not serving as a personal 
ornament, are dutiable under No. 218b 2 of the Tariff at the rate 
of 17 lire 25 c. per 100 kilogs. 

Small-iron chains, nickelled, furnished with a small strip of 
leather (worn generally by men), for carrying keys, and serving as 
a personal ornament, are dutiable under No. 352a of the Tariff, at 
the rate of 80 lire per 100 kilogs 

Asbestos felts are assimilated to common pasteboard, but do not 
benefit by the ‘‘ Conventional” rate applicable thereto. They are, 
therefore, dutiable under No. 194a of the Tariff at the general 
tariff rate of 8 lire per 100 kilogs. 

Lamp-wicks, whether of tubular shape or not, are dutiable at the 
“ Conventional” rate of 89 lire per 100 kilogs. under No. 126 of 
the Tariff. 

Plaits of straw for hats.—The “Conventional” rate of 10 lire 
per 100 kilogs. under No. 186a of the Tariff is applicable to 
plaits of straw, when threads of a textile material are braided or 
otherwise arranged on the surface of the plaits, as well as when 
such threads are interwoven with the straw. 

Pasteboard boxes containing incandescent gas mantles, and 
enclosed in larger boxes, are dutiable as ‘‘ manufactures of paste- 
board not specially mentioned,” under No. 195d of the Tariff. 

Snuff bowes of papier-maché with ornaments of common metal 
are dutiable under No. 352a of the Tariff at the rate of 80 lire per 


100 kilogs.

Owing entirely to successive years of unprecedented drought, the 
year under review was, financially, the most disastrous in the 
history of the railways of the State. Notwithstanding that a 
larger number of passengers and a greater aggregate tonnage of 
live-stock and merchandise traffic was carried, the revenue resulted 
in an unprecedented decrease, owing chiefly to reduced rates and 
increased cost of working.

It will be observed that there is a decrease in 1902 of 753,057 
tons, or 19°8 per cent. on the total production of 1901]. 
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Nearly all the various companies have been affected by the 
considerable decrease in the output, two-thirds (or 500,000 tons) of 
which may be attributed to the strike and one-third to the decline 
in demand. Inferior kinds of coal were sold with much difficulty. 

The production of coke again fell off, the figures being as

The sale of coal amounted to 3,080,073 tons in 1902, or a 
decrease of 679,687 tons as compared with 1901. 

The average price of coal was less satisfactory being 18 frs. llc. 
(14s. 6d.), or 1s. 3d. below that of 1901. 

The total value of coal extracted was 2,204,718/. in 1902, as 
against 3,023,488/. in 1901, a decrease of 818,7701. 


FRENCH GUIANA. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Paramaribo, after referring, in 
his recent report (Annual Series, No. 3,106), 
Gold Dredging. to the gold placers and reefs of French Guiana, 
writes that some attempts at gold dredging 
have been made during the last two years. One dredge made a 
very good start in the Courcibo River, but sank and was never 
raised. The owner got a second improved dredge and placed it 
on the Sparwine Creek at Maroni; but so far this has not given 
any satisfaction. In the opinion of experts, however, gold 
dredging will, with suitable machinery and competent super- 
vision, give satisfactory results. 

As the mining laws do not exclude foreigners, there is a good 
opening for any who wish to take up gold mining or dredging on 
a large scale. There is little doubt that there is a bright future 
for the mining industry of the colony. 





In the same report it is stated that the value of phosphate rock 
exported during the year was 169,195 fr. 
Phosphate Rock. (6,768/.). The rock is obtained from the Grand 
Connétable Island, which is leased by an 


American company.

RUSSIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
:, copy of a report drawn up by the Actin 
_—s mills om6 british Caneteded Agent at Sean met 
— ing cotton mills and looms in Russia. 

From this report it appears that the Inspectors of Factories in 
Russia have recently collected statistics concerning the output of 
their respective districts, but these have not yet appeared for 
public information, and probably will not for some considerable 
time. Being thus without official data, the following information 
has been obtained from various large local firms by the Acting 
Commercial Agent :— 

The amount of cotton received annually from Central Asia is 
about 6,000,000 pouds; from America, Egypt, &c., about 
8,000,000 pouds, or in all, say, 14,000,000 pouds. 

Allowing for waste, the total amount of cotton yarn produced 
per annum would be approximately 12,900,000 pouds. 

As each spindle produces on an average two pouds of yarn per 
annum, the total number of spindles now working in Russia, 
Poland, Finland, &c., would be about 6,000,000. 

The number cf power looms may be estimated by taking the 
average number of spinning spindles required per loom—say 40— 
which would give a total of 150,000. 

This, says the Acting Commercial Agent, leaves out of account 
all the hand looms working in Russia, the number of which it is 
quite impossible to estimate, even approximately. However, hand 
looms are now but seldom to be seen in the provinces round 
Moscow and St. Petersburg. 

In reply to the question “are Russian cotton textile factories 
now so numerous or so efficient that competition between them- 
selves for internal trade is severely felt?” the Acting Commercial 
Agent is assured that there is very severe internal competition, 
especially in these times of depression in trade. He goes on to 
say that many of those factories which simply turn out the plain 
cotton goods are working at a steady loss, and that only those that 
do their own printing or dyeing are doing a good business. ‘The 
mills are cutting down the number of their employees and working 
hours, as, owing to the want of money, the market is glutted with 


their goods.

of tea grown on the Imperial Domain Estates has been sold at 2 r. 
40 c. per lb. (about 5s. 1d.), and fresh forward orders are, I be- 
lieve, being received daily. 

“The 1901 crop has all been sold, more than half the 1902 crop 
has been disposed of, and the present year’s crop is not yet ready 
for sale, and will not be ready until the end of January, 1904. 

‘“‘T understand that experiments in the cultivation of the tea 
plant are also being now earried out in several places situated at 
some distance inland from the sea-coast, i.e, at the villages of 
Salhino, Kotianeti and Staro-Senaki, in the district of Senaki, and 
in the villages of Kheti and Tzaishi in the district of Zoughdidi ; 
also on land belonging to the experimental tobacco plantations of 
the district of Ozourgheti. The seed‘sown here were of the Yan- 
lo-dun, Nan-Djo and Kangra qualities ; also two-year-old seedlings 
taken from the tea estates of the Imperial Domains near Batoum. 
The planting out of the seedlings took place in the spring and the 
plants are, according to reports, in a thriving condition.” 


In the same report it is stated that this year’s sunflower seed 
crop is a thorough failure, owing princi- 

Sunflower Seed. pally to the hot winds which prevailed, the 
yield being from 135 to 200 lbs. per acre, of 

very light seed (in some isolated cages from 400 to 450 lbs. has 
been reached) as against last year’s 1,500 to 1,600 lbs. per acre. 
It is estimated that more than some 16,000 tons of seed have been 
produced in the whole district, and this quantity taken, together 
with the balance of last year’s stocks (some 48,000 tons) now held 
by speculators, making a total of 64,000 tons, is about one-third 
only of amount required by mill owners in the immediate districts. 
Prices have been rising during the past month from Is. 6d. to 2s. 4d. 
per 36 lbs. on the spot. The oil, produced from this seed, which 
last month cost 6s. 4d., to-day costs 9s. 6d. per 36 lbs. Muill- 
owners, both big and small, it is stated, are in an unenviable 
position, as, in the expectation of a large crop, they went to great 
expense by increasing the working power of their mills. (Foreign

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, 
on application bemg made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz.:—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
‘Consumption ’”’ Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, H.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superiatendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal”’ is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal ” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. In future, periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containin 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 

Institute at South Kensington.
